county, Ohio, and was one of 1J children taoru 
to Kiekiel and Mary Prutzman BUBO, * of 
whom are DOW dead.

Elizabeth Bet- 
ler. widow of Peter Better, both of whom re-

•f Chlllcotbe, Ohio;: llrt. Mary Throckiuor- 
ton, of Fulton county, Illinois, aud Joseph V. 
BUDD, of Chlllcothe, Ohio. 


In early life Mr. Bunc expressed a desire to 


fit himself for the medical profession, and at 
the s«e of IK years he began his studies. Ha 
removed to MU Pulaski, III., In lm, with bU 
brother, D. P. BUQR, and In the fall ot 't» he 
went to Iowa City, Iowa, where be remained 
for nearly a year. Daring that year he re- 
solved to drop bis medical studies, and turn 
his attention to the law. He accordingly en- 
tered tbe office of GUI Fuliom at Iowa City, 
and for several months he was a close law stu- 
dent. Iu the spring of 18*9, Mr. Bunn returned 
to Mt. Pulaski with his brother, and In the 
fall of that year be oame to Decatur and com- 
pleted his studies In the office of J. 8. Post. Id 
the fall of 1851 be went to Bloomlngton and 
applied to Judge Davis, then circuit JJdf», for 
elimination. Charles Emerson, C. H. Moon 
and David Campbell were appointed to exam- 
ine the candidate, and because of tbe knowl- 
edge Mr. Emenon had of bis rare abilities <u 
a young law;er,onhls recommendation the ap- 
plicant was granted a lloanae to practice, with' 
out observing tbe customary f ormaliUei. He 
returned to IXxmtur and in 1*W married Kiss 
Adallna Ingiahaja, wbo died la Haroh, 1WT, 
leaving three children, MiM Eva Bunn,Samuel 
B. Bunn and John B. Bunn, all of whom are 
now living.

In IBM, Mr. Bunn was elected a member of

De Witt, Maoon 
and Moultrle, and he served with marked 
credit to himself and hli constituents. Fora 
tine he held the ofllee of assessor of internal 
revenue, which position u« subsequently re- 
signed; he has also served tue city as its attor- 
ney and clerk. 


Brower Bunn was one of the best-k«own 


lawyers in Central Illinois. He possessed ran 
reasoning powers, and as an advocate In courts 
of justice, and as a; speaker upon tbe rostrum 
he had but few equals and no superiors, In tbts 
seotlon of the state at least. In health h« was 
always a hard-working lawyer and labored In- 
dustriously for hia client, whoever be might 
be, K atchlng bis Interest keenly to tbe close of 
the case. In criminal canes he was generally 
successful, and bis speeches before juries were
